Compact Atomic 
Fighting Force?

Bonn, Apr. 29. 


‘ While the first conscripts of the new 


West German army, 
settling into their 


the Bundeswehr, are 
basic training, the 


coutitry is already asking what the future 
of conscription here will be. 


Phe 9,733 young 


ttien, all aged 19, who 


reported to barracks throughout the country on 
April 1, will serve only 12 months, instead of the 


18 originally planned, 


but abandoned largely 


because of popular opposition. 


They belong to the age group 
born in the third quarter of 
1937, which — totals 100,000 
young inen. Of these 80,000 
were found fit for service by 
the mtdical boards, Thus, only 
one in elght of those fit for 
service hnd to report on the 
first diry of the call-up, It is 
unlikely that more young inen 
wilt be called tp in the next 12 
months, and the next batch, tn 
about a year, will probably 
number only 30,000, 

The idea of a “Citkzens 
Army”, attvocated by Herr 
Theodor Blank, the former 
Minister for Defence, and based 
on large-scale conscription, haa 
given way, under the new 
Mintster, Herr Franz-Josef 
Strauss, to that of o compact 
tlom-age string force, — in 
which jt Is dificult to soe the 
role of the 12-month conscript. 

Their Instructors rdmit that 
(hey will Haye reached the peak 
of their training immediately 
before they leave the army. If 
the Bundeswehr’s striking foree 
in to consist of ready-formed 
Units, as the Minister intends, and 
not merely cadres, fo the opinion 
of diplomatic observers here, It 
will have to be a regular army. 


National Policy 


These obsorvers belleve that 
Herr Strauss Ix no less anxlous 


than his predecessor to have an 


army in’ which 
obedience is replaced by in- 
dividual tnitiative, and = where 
“square-bashing" gives way to 
realistic training — designed to 
develop resourcefulness, For all 
of which “democratic” type 
of — training Is considered 
Cssenilal, as well as for general 
reasons of national poticy. 

But Herr Strauss Js under- 
stood to haye been Impressed by 
the way in which countries like 
Brituln are switching over to 
the new weapons of the atom 
age, and concentrating = on 
relatively small, highly trained 
forces, Herr Strauss believes 
that this adaptation must be 
undertaken during the vory 
build-up of the Bundeswehr, 

This lenves open the question 
of what to do with the  con- 
seripts, Polcal observers here 
belleve that the present West 
German _coalitlon would be 
reluctant to ubandon com- 
pulsory natlonal service ag long 
ag it remains in force in most 
North Atlantic Treaty countries. 
The Social Democrat Opposition, 
however, has pledged itself to 
bolish conscription if it is 
returned to office in the general 
cleclion to be held next 
September, 


unquestloning 


Auxiliary Service 


If the Christian Democrats, 
the purty of the present 
Chance!lor, Dr Konrad 
Adenauer, head the next 
overnment, and conscription 
continues, many observers here 
belleve that consctipls will be 
directed more and more into 
auxiliary services rather than 
into the Bundeswehr proper.

There is nothing In them to 
polish. The furniture consists of 
two-tler bunks, with comfort- 
able mattresses (in some cases 
foam rubber), roomy _ stecl 
wardrobty, and plastic-top 
tables, all casy to clean. 

The bed lay-out is simple; 
the recruits will not have to 
work for hours with cunningly- 
hidden pieces of cardboard to 
raet the ends of their blanket 
pile exactly square. In the 
barracks near Koblenz, re- 
porters saw “clvilian” suitcases, 
brief-cases, and even one hat- 
box on top of the steel lockers. 


Duties Abolished 


The barracks have spoticssly 
clean kitchens with the most 
modorn e¢quipment. The food 
is the same for officers and men 
and although the officets have a 
separate dining-room, it ts no 
more comfortable than the 
men’s mess .

Concerts By 


Korean Orchestra 


Two concerts of considerable interest were given 
on Sunday, and last night at Queen’s College by the 
Korean (Naval) Symphony Orchestra and a group of 
Korean classical dancers. The first half of each even- 


ing consisted 


of a programme of music, the second 


being a selection of Korean classical dances of much 


beauty. 


To take the latter first; not 
being an expert, I can give few 
detalls about ‘the dances them 
selves, They were all tra- 
ditional, some dating from mary 
centuries ago, The danceis’ 
grace, suppleness and agility 
were outstanding, and the flow- 
ing movements of the arms wtTe 
often em: ised by a scart or 
streamer held in the hand, The 
costumes were vety gorgeous, 
miinly in gay primary colours, 
and the Interpretation alter- 
natingly dignified ang lively, 

The musical instruments ac- 
compinying the dances were ail 
of anclent type, drums and a 
kind of horizontal harp (the 
“Kkyakum” —, phonetically 
1omanisod), and the restiting 
sound was strongly chythmic 
and almost non-mclodic. Drums 
were an integral ‘part of certain 
dances, ond were carried or 
played by the dancers them- 


| sclves, though the accompany- 


ing musicians were unseen, 

The musical programme open. 
ed co the first night with 
Rossinl’s Overture “Semiramide,” 
not cne of his most distinguish- 
ed. It was immediately notice- 
able that the strings of this 
orchestra are a fine body of 
players with a good broad tone 
ond a spirited attack. 

“UN-ORIENTAL” 

There followed a Capriccio cn 
a Korean theme by Sung Tac 
Kim, a pleasing work; but in 
spite of constent allusions to 
Korcon folk melodies, the con- 
struction, harmonics, scoring 
and development were very

perfectly acceptable in any 
Western concert ‘hall without 
sounding strange or exotic.
